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SUMMARY FOR AUGUST, 1944. 


TOTAL EMPLOYMENT: Male wage and salary earners employed in non-rural industry increased 
by 1,500 during August, 1944 and female wage and salary earners (excluding rural and | 
household domestic) increased by 1,300. Total wage and selary earners (excluding rural 

‘ and female household domestic) increased by 2,800, private employment absorbing 3,400 
persons while Government employment decreased by 600 persons during the month. 





During the twelve months ended August, 1944, total employment (excluding rural and 
household domestic) showed practically no change but Government employment decreased by 
17,300 while private employment increased by 16,800. 


INDUSTRIES: Employment in the main industrial groups moved as follows: Incerecse, 
(Persons) -~ Other Factories (excluding Government munitions factories) + 1,900; Ship- 
ping and Stevedoring +1,6003; Rail and Air Transport +600; Retail Trade +600; Whole- 
sele Trede +800; "Other Industries" +1,900. Decrease (Persons) .- Governmental 
Munitions, etc.-2,700; Building and Construction *2,600. (See Table Part II,Section C) 


( STATES: During August, 1944, total wage and salary earners (excluding rural and female 
private domestic) increased in all States except Queensland (see Section D). 


The estimated distribution of employees in each State by industries for August, 
1944, is shown in Section 5. 
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TOTAL PERSONS OCCUPIED, 1939 AND 1944. 


MALES: The number of male breadwinners in Australia-(including members of the Forces, 
employers, self-employers, end wage and salary earners at work or temporarily unem- 
ployed) was 2,520,200 in March, 1944, Before the outbreak of war (July, 1939), their 
: number waS 2,371,000. The increase of 149,200 during the war period (to Merch, 1944) 
included the normal increase of 89,200 male breadwinners (which might have been ex- 
pected if war had not occurred) and an abnormal war-time increase estimated at 60,000. 


The net numbcr of men transferred from civil life to the Armed Forces and not 
returned to civil life as at March, 1944, was nearly 680,000. 


FEMALES: The number of female breadwinners in July, 1939 (including women who were 
employers, self-employers and wage and salary earners, or temporarily unemployed) 
numbered 677,600. In March, 1944, the number was 820,500. The increase of 142,900 
included the normal increase of 36,400 female breadwinners (which might have been 
expected if pre-war trends had continued) and an abnormal war-time increase of 106,500

The number of persons occupied in civilian capacities decreased by 151,500 (5.57%) 
between July, 1939 and March, 1944. Males so occupied decreased by 273,000 (13.0%), 


the decline in the number of males in rural industry being 106,600 (21.2%) while those 
tn other industrics fell by 166,400 (10.5%). 
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The total nuaber of females occupied in civilian cupacitics increased by 
121,500 (18.9%). There were increases of 19,700 (98.5%) in females in rural industry 
and 176,300 (35.3%) in other industries (excluding private domestic service). The 
. ow of females engaged in private domestic service decreased by 74,500 (59.8%). 





The number of persons occupied as employers and self-employers decreased by 


208,900 (30.9%) during the period July, 1939 to March, 1944, while the number o¢eu ied 
os wage and salary earners increased by 57,400 (2.8%), a decrease of 96,000 (6.4%) in 
male wage and salary earners being accompanied by an increase of 153,400 (27.1%) in

Analysis of the figures of Government employment indicates that the net 
@ crcese since July 1939 of 124,600 persons has been made as follows:- War departments, 
defence works construction and Allied Government services +85, 6003 Government fac- 
tories +48,7003 Other Commonwealth, State, Local and Semi-Government authorities 
=9,700,. 





Total Government employment reached a peak of 546,900 in August 1943, since 
when there has been a decline of 17,300, 


Total civil employment (excluding rural and household domestic) reached a 
peak. in November 1941 (1,952,300) following which there was a heavy decline in male 
employment as men were called up for the Armed Forces. Since the middle of 1943 there 
has been little change in male or female employment (excluding rural and household 
domestic). 

During August 1944, estimated total employment (excluding rural and females 
in private domestic sorvice) increased by 2,800, made up of increases of 1,500 males and 
1,300 females. Changes in the main industrial groups from July to August 1944 and a 
comparison with the distribution of employment by industries in earlicr periods may be 
seen in Section ©.

SECTION E. STATES s INDUSTRIAL GROUPS. 


During August, 1944, totel wage and salary earners in employment (excluding 
rural and household domestic) increased by 1,300 in Victoria and also increased 
slightly in all other States except in Queensland where there was practically no change. 


MALES: Total males in non-rural employment increased, primarily in Victoria, Western 
Australia and Tasmanie. 


Males employed in Munitions, Aircraft and Shipbuilding declined in New South 
Wales, Victoria and Queensland. Employment in Other Factories and Works decreased 
in New South Wales and increased in other States. Building and Construction showed a 
decline in New South Wales and Queensland and « small increase in Victoria. Shipping 
and Stevedoring employment increased in all States except Tasmania, There was @ 
slight increase in Ketail Trade, mainly in New South Wales, In Wholesale Trade, there 
were increases in all States except Victoria and Tasmanic. "Governmental neeeie” 
showed decreases in all States cxcept Western sustralia and Tasmania. There were 
small increases in “Other Industries" in all States.. 


FEMALES: During August, 1944, total female employment (excluding rural and household 
domestic) increased, primarily in Victoria and New South Wales. Employment in 
Munitions, etc. declined except in Western Australie and Tasmania, while in Other 
Factories there were increases in Victoria and Queensland. Employment in "Other 
Industries" increased slightly in all States,

PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS. 


Figures of employment recorded on Pay-Koll Tex returns for Australia are 
given without any adjustment in the next table. Tho returns do not cover employees of 
the Commonwealth Government; employers who pay not more than £20 per week in weges do 
not make returns, and religious and public benevolent institutions and hospitels are 
also exempt. The proportion of all employees who cre included varies from State to 
State, but in general, the proportion of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, 
those engaged in rapek industries and female domestics in private households) in the 
Pay-Roll Tax returns is about 90 per cent. of tho estimated total of males in employ- 
ment, and about 80 per cent. of the females. 


Employers were classified for "industry" according to the industry in which 
they were predominantly engaged. The following table may be taken as indicating trends 
from month to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the res= 


pective industries.
